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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


The  general  health  of  the  town  up  to  the  first  of  December, 
1940  was  very  good.  The  usual  complaints  were  investigated. 
(Note :  All  written  complaints  must  have  the  signature  of  the 
complainant  to  be  effective.) 

One  sewerage  had  to  be  corrected  and  one  new  one  installed. 
Also,  had  to  inspect  certain  wells  and  send  to  Concord  for  water 
containers  for  tests. 

The  epidemic  of  mumps  starting  in  December  was  bad.  The 
main  reason  for  this  was  the  failure  of  parents  to  report  cases  to 
the  Board  of  Health.  Relative  to  this  I  am  inserting  two  articles 
from  Chapter  133  of  the  Public  Laws,  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Article  9.  Notice  by  Individuals.  Whenever  any  person 
knows,  or  has  reason  to  believe,  that  any  member  of  his  family 
or  household  has  any  disease  required  to  be  reported  he  shall,  if 
no  physician,  or  other  person  required  to  make  report  under 
section  7,  is  in  attendance,  immediately  notify  the  local  board 
of  health  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  resides. 

Article  15.  Penalty.  Any  person  who  knowingly  violates 
any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  any  regulation 
established  by  authority  of  this  chapter,  when  no  other  penalty 
is  provided,  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  me  by  Miss 
Hazel  Waite,  R.  N.,  State  Nurse  and  Evans  White,  Health 
Officer  of  Keene.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ENROLLMENT 

Miss  Marion  Rollins  resigned  her  position  as  teacher  at  the 
West  school  in  April.  Mrs.  Alice  Truman  substituted  in  this 
position  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Miss  Marion  Dennis  was 
elected  as  permanent  teacher  at  this  school  beginning  with  the 
opening  of  school  in  the  fall.  Miss  Dennis  is  a  graduate  of  the 
four  year  elementary  curriculum  of  Keene  Teachers  College. 

I  have  each  year  devoted  a  portion  of  my  report  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  some  of  the  aims  of  our  general  supervisory  program. 
Previous  reports  have  covered  the  phases  of  the  program  apply- 
ing directly  to  the  content  and  improvement  of  instruction. 
Since  effective  instruction  is  influenced  also  by  a  continuous 
program  designed  to  strengthen  the  organization  of  our  schools, 
I  believe  that  a  brief  outline  indicating  the  nature  of  some  of 
this  activity  should  be  of  general  interest. 

Instruction  sheets  to  all  teachers  in  the  supervisory  union 
have  repeatedly  emphasized  the  importance  of  maintaining  a 
uniform  standard  practice  in  relation  to  the  following  details  of 
school  management. 

1.  Permanent  records  of  personal  data,  attendance,  and 
scholarship. 

2.  Report  cards,  failures,  and  make  up  work. 

3.  Organization  and  supervision  of  all  playground  activi- 
ties. 
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4.  Organization  and  supervision  of  school  programs,  so- 
cials, entertainments,  and  athletic  contests. 

5.  Exhibits  of  school  work. 

6.  Conduct  of  school  lunch  program. 

7.  Fire  Drills  and  safety  control  measures. 

8.  Details  of  class  and  room  management. 

9.  Care,  preservation,  and  use  of  instructional  equipment 
and  reference  materials. 

10.  Development  of  school  libraries  and  use  of  circulation 
libraries. 

The  report  card  usually  results  in  more  misunderstanding 
and  conflicts  of  opinion  than  any  other  item  of  school  manage- 
ment. It  is  not  surprising  that  this  should  be  so  since  acceptable 
practices  for  reporting  to  parents  are  many  and  varied.  How- 
ever, regardless  of  the  form  used,  I  believe  that  pupil  scholastic 
reports  have  meaning  and  value  only  when  they  are  made  by 
the  teacher  and  interpreted  by  the  parent  according  to 
some  definite  policy  which  is  understood  and  acceped  by  both. 
It  has  been  my  experience  in  talking  with  parents  to  find  that 
they  usually  desire  a  fair,  truthful,  and  frank  estimate  of  the 
actual  quality  of  the  work  of  the  pupil  as  measured  by  the  abil- 
ity of  the  child  and  the  standard  for  the  grade.  I  believe  also 
that  our  teachers  generally  have  recognized  their  responsibility 
in  this  regard  and  try  to  mark  pupils  truthfully  and  fairly  ac- 
cording to  their  best  judgment.  Teachers  have  been  urged  to 
consider  the  report  card  as  a  transcript  of  the  pupil's  school 
record  and  to  report  deficiencies  consistently  as  they  occur. 

Although  repeated  failures  may  indicate  that  a  pupil  would 
profit  by  repeating  the  grade,  they  are  more  generally  caused 
by  inattention,  failure  to  complete  assignments,  or  careless 
work.  Teachers  and  parents  should  make  an  honest  attempt  to 
ascertain  the  cause  of  pupil  failures  and  cooperate  in  some 
effective  measures  to  eliminate  them  when  possible. 


In  most  of  our  schools  the  teachers  have  been  very  consci- 
entious in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in  supervising  play- 
ground activity  during  the  noon  and  recess  periods.  The  in- 
formal situation  on  the  playground  affords  an  opportunity  for 
wholesome  pupil-teacher  relations  and  for  practical  instruction 
in  proper  attitudes  and  group  conduct. 

Last  year  many  of  the  schools  in  the  supervisory  union 
conducted  programs  and  exhibits  designed  to  demonstrate 
work  and  pupil  performance.  Programs  of  this  nature  are  very 
much  worthwhile.  They  tend  to  promote  interest  and  coopera- 
tion and  are  worthy  of  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the 
community  served  by  each  school.

Two  deliveries  of  surplus  food  commodities  were  made  to 
the  schools  during  the  year.  Apples,  oranges,  raisins,  and 
canned  peaches  were  used  to  supplement  lunches  brought  from 
home.  It  is  expected  that  this  program  will  be  continued.  One 
shipment  has  been  received  at  the  schools  this  year.

The  above  table  is  an  analysis  of  net  district  costs  covering 
three  different  normal  periods  in  the  development  of  the  Gilsum 
schools.  The  total  net  cost  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  state 
aid.  income  from  trust  funds,  and  tuition  receipts  from  total 
payments.  The  result  indicates  the  changes  in  cost  clue  to 
changes  in  the  elementary  organization  and  the  increase  in  the 
amount  spent  for  high  school  tuition.  It  will  be  noted  that  any 
increase  in  the  total  cost  due  to  the  re-organization  of  the  vil- 
lage school  has  been  more  than  off  set  by  the  increase  in  state 
aid  and  elementary  tuition  received. 

Although  the  net  elementary  school  operating  costs  have 
actually  decreased  over  a  period  of  several  years,  high  school 
tuition  costs  have  increased  substantially  and  they  will  continue 
to  increase  because  of  the  increase  in  high  school  enrollment 
and  increased  tuition  rate.  Since  there  is  no  state  aid  for  the 
payment  of  high  school  tuition,  this  item  will  cause  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  by  the  district. 

The  total  per  pupil  costs  for  support  of  the  Gilsum  elemen- 
tary schools  for  the  school  year  1939-10  was  $63.48.  The  state 
median  per  pupil  cost  for  the  same  period  was  $81.85. 

BUILDINGS  AXD  EQUIPMENT 
The  entire  exterior  of  the  village  school  building  was  paint- 
ed during  the  summer.  The  plaster  on  the  wall  of  the  advanced 
room  was  repaired.    The  wood  work  and  walls  of  the  primary 
room,  advancd  room,  and  hallway,  were  painted. 
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Four  new  pupils  desks,  a  new  teachers  desk,  and  16  ft.  of 
additional  blackboard  were  purchased  for  the  intermediate 
room.  A  new  celotex  bulletin  board  was  made  for  the  advanced 
room. 

At  the  West  school  the  plaster  walls  and  woodwork  were 
painted.    Two  new  bulletin  boards  were  provided. 

Other  lesser  repairs  were  made  at  both  schools  as  the  needs 
required.

The  health  program,  as  usual,  has  been  carried  on  by  Miss 
Margaret  E.  Harris.    Following  is  a  report  of  the  work  from 
January  1940  to  January  1941  and  includes  both  the  examina- 
tions and  follow-up  work.

The  high  percentage  of  attendance  maintained  in  the  Gil- 
sum  Schools  is  very  commendable.
